No breastfeeding, market vendor told 


Halifax Seaport 
Market. Province 
apologizing for apparent 
misunderstanding

A Dartmouth woman is out¬ 
raged after being notified by a 
provincial food inspector that 
she’s not allowed to breastfeed 
her son while selling food in her 
booth at a local farmers market. 

Tanessa Holt has been sell¬ 
ing packages of organic locally 
sourced meals at several farm¬ 
ers markets around the city 
since she launched her busi¬ 
ness, Food Noise, in August. 

Joining her most days was 
her 7-1/2-month old son, Terek, 
who relies on his mother’s 
breast milk for nutrition. 

“I’ve always had the baby 
with me. It’s never been a prob¬ 
lem,” Holt explained Tuesday, 
saying her nursing was a non¬ 
issue when she told market or¬ 
ganizers about it during inter¬ 
views. 

But on Monday, Holt re¬ 
ceived an email from a food 
inspector with the Department

of Agriculture after someone 
inquired with organizers at the 
Halifax Seaport Market about 
the rules surrounding breast¬ 
feeding and handling food. 

In an email provided by 
Holt, food specialist Tracey 
MacDonald explains to Holt her 
breastfeeding is not the prob¬ 
lem per se, rather “the issue is 
surrounding food safety. 

“I would not allow you to 
breastfeed and then serve cus¬ 
tomers throughout the day,” 
writes MacDonald in the email 
to Holt. 

“The food safety concern is 
contamination of food through 
possible throw up and or feces 
coming from the baby.” 


She also states Holt may 
breastfeed, so long as there 
is another person to handle 
the food. “I had lava flowing 
through my veins,” Holt said of 
reading the email. 

After working in the food 
industry for nearly 15 years, 
Holt said she has never heard 
of breastfeeding considered as 
a risky practice. 

She explained her products 
already come pre-packaged, 
and she wears gloves and wash¬ 
es her hands regularly. During 
breastfeeding, Holt said, she 
even covers herself with a nurs¬ 
ing sheet. 

“I have no idea how any¬ 
body can think I’m contaminat¬ 
ing food,” Holt said Tuesday. 

In an email response from 
the department of agricul¬ 
ture late Tuesday afternoon, 
spokeswoman Krista Higdon 
said the inspector is being 
contacted in regards to the 
situation, apologizing for any 
misunderstanding. 

“The department’s food 
safety division is not opposed 
to an infant accompanying 
vendors at a market booth as 
long as proper hand hygiene is 
practised,” she wrote, adding 
the vendor will be contacted to 
clarify.

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Bedford family reunites

After 13 days of wony, a Bed¬ 
ford family is shedding happy 
tears after being reunited with 
their missing dog, who was last 


seen New Year’s Day 

Three-year-old Java (a black 
flat-coated retriever) was finally 
taken home by her family just 
before 8 a.m. Tuesday, Keith 
Brault said, after a few days of 
searching through the woods 
around Rocky Lake and leaving 
out treats in hopes of making 
her stay in one spot. 

“She was comfortable there, 
she was getting fed,” Brault said 
about the strategy of leaving 
out hamburger meat and other 
food, around her dog bed with 



blankets. 

“She was in feral mode. Any 
time she saw us she was scared 
because eveiy human that saw 
her for the past 13 days had 


been running at her scream¬ 
ing.” 

They learned the bed tech¬ 
nique and calming signals to 
comfort Java from the Nova 
Scotia Lost Dog Network. The 
strategy worked well Tuesday 
morning, when they finally got 
Java to approach Brault slowly, 
as he crouched down to make 
himself non-threatening and 
rolled on his back. 

“She slowly, slowly, slowly 
came — and then, four feet 
away, she realized it was me and 


jumped on me, and I carried her 
out of there,” Brault said. 

Brault said Java is veiy close 
to her owner, who has ad¬ 
vanced multiple sclerosis and 
uses a wheelchair. 

She had been in the hos¬ 
pital until Saturday, which is 
when she first heard Java had 
gone missing, Brault said. 

The dog went missing in the 
early hours of Jan. 1, Brault said 
last week, noting it was odd for 
the well-trained Java to venture 
outside their yard.

Council OKs Wellington 
Street development 


Vote, Contentious 
project gets just 
enough support 
with amendments to 
permit construction

A controversial development in 
south-end Halifax received just 
enough support from regional 
council to ensure its survival — 
though it will have to be modi¬ 
fied before it can be built. 

Regional council voted 
Tuesday afternoon in favour of 
amending planning regulations 
to allow Dino Capital’s two tow¬ 
ers of eight and 10 storeys atop 
a shared podium on four lots on 
Wellington Street. 

“We really hoped to be able 
to say ... we believe in process; 
public engagement hasn’t been 


compromised,” said Wellington 
Street resident Chris Annand 
after the meeting. “And un¬ 
fortunately, we can’t say those 
words.” 

Tuesday’s debate was a 
continuation of a public hear¬ 
ing that began in Januaiy, dur¬ 
ing which dozens of residents 
spoke against the development 
and seven spoke in favour. 

Coun. Waye Mason urged 
council to vote the project 
down, citing its rejection by 
city staff and the local planning 


advisoiy committee, which has 
never before recommended re¬ 
jection of a proposal. 

“The proposed building ... 
doesn’t meet any of our design 
guidelines, guys.... How can you 
vote in favour of something 
that doesn’t meet any of those 
basic rules?” he asked. 

During the debate, council 
approved an amendment from 
Coun. Stephen Adams to re¬ 
duce the square footage of the 
project to 140,000, as proposed 
by a Dino Capital representa¬ 


tive in his closing statement 
during the December hearing. 

Council then approved an¬ 
other amendment by Mason to 
have the proposal comply with 
the applicable HRM by Design 
guidelines, which govern de¬ 
velopments in the downtown 
core. 

“This (development) is well 
outside the bounds of what 
we consider good design,” said 
chief city planner Bob Bjerlce 
when Adams asked what the 
change would mean. “This 
(amendment) would help pro¬ 
vide some basis for that discus¬ 
sion to bring it within more ac¬ 
ceptable design criteria.” 

The final vote on the mo¬ 
tion was 9-6. Two councillors, 
Darren Fisher and Brad Johns, 
were not present for the public 
hearing and couldn’t vote on 
the motion.

Hearing set on proposal to send trash out of HRM 


A public hearing on a proposal 
to allow some of HRM’s waste 
to be exported outside the mu¬ 
nicipality has been set for ear¬ 
ly February — but some coun¬ 
cillors aren’t sure the proposal 
is ready for public input.

within HRM to $170 per tonne. 

During Tuesday’s council 
meeting, some councillors 
questioned the figures in a 
staff report. 


“The numbers aren’t as 
clear as we’d like them to be,” 
said Coun. Stephen Adams, 
referring to an estimate that 
20 per cent of the ICI waste 
would be shipped out of HRM. 

“How was that number de¬ 
veloped?” 

HRM’s solid-waste man¬ 
ager Matt Keliher said the ori¬ 
ginal staff report submitted in 
January contains high and low 
estimates for the amount of 
waste that could be exported. 


CAO Richard Butts said 
staff would also provide some 
answers in a presentation be¬ 
fore the public hearing on Feb. 
3, though that didn’t reassure 
some councillors. 

“I’m not comfortable with 
a business case for moving our 
waste out,” said Coun. Barry 
Daliymple. “I’m not sure if a 
presentation right before a 
public hearing is going to an¬ 
swer those questions.”

Death: It’s a subject that 
most people would rather 
avoid, but one that Kim 
Parlchill embraces. 

The Halifax-based play¬ 
wright is tackling issues of 
death and choice in her up¬ 
coming show, A Good Death, 
presented by DaPoPo The¬ 
atre, and premiering at Nep¬ 
tune Theatre’s Scotiabanlc 
Studio on Thursday. 

The plot is anything but 
simple. The play revolves 
around the story of a charac¬ 
ter who, after receiving a ter¬ 
minal diagnosis, decides to 
take life into her own hands 
and pursue assisted death. 

Parlchill promises the 
play will evoke a spectrum 
of emotions, as audiences 
watch as the main character 
confronts death head-on and 
tries to make her loved ones, 
as well as doctors, under¬ 
stand her decision. 

“There will also, I hope, 
be, some unexpected laugh-

ter,” she said, explaining 
staging the controversial 
subject brings to life many 
of the quirky and difficult 
conversations most families 
keep behind closed doors. 

“It becomes a bit more 
tangible, as oppose to an 
intellectual, philosophical, 
legal, ethical debate per se.” 

Under Canadian law, 
physician-assisted death is 
illegal, but Parlchill cites 
public opinion is growing 
increasingly in favour of the 
procedure, and having the 
freedom of choice in one’s 
death. 

In writing the play, 
Parlchill said she was also 
driven by a fascination with 
what happens when someone 
makes a decision that goes 
against the grain, and must 
stand up to “normal society.” 

She intends the play to 
raise questions, and hopes 
audiences walk away feeling 
inspired to have their own 
conversations about the in¬ 
evitability of death and the 
options around it. 


“There’s a lot of different 
places where people can find 
common ground with one 
or more of the characters,” 
Parlchill explained. 


Following the matinee 
performance Saturday, audi¬ 
ences will be welcome to 
participate in a panel discus¬ 
sion titled “Conversations 


in Dying a Good Death,” led 
by members of the provin¬ 
cial chapter of Dying with 
Dignity, on the subject of as¬ 
sisted death.

Flu season ‘typical/ 
health chief reports 


Get your shots. Dr. 

Robert Strang predicts 
‘significant’ activity 
ahead, says there's still 
time to get immunized

Although the flu season came 
a couple of weeks early, the 
province’s chief public health 
officer says all the signs point 
toward Nova Scotia having a 
“typical” year. 

Dr. Robert Strang said 
there have been 55 confirmed 
lab cases of influenza so far 
this season, which began a 
couple weeks before Christ¬ 
mas, when it usually begins 
late December. 

“We’re right in the mid¬ 
dle,” Strang said Tuesday. 
“What we’re seeing is a fairly 
typical flu season.” 

Although there have been 
55 lab cases (14 within the 
past week) and some people

were hospitalized briefly, 
Strang said there have been 
no deaths related to the flu 
this season. 

He said those numbers 
tracked by the health de¬ 
partment are “the tip of the 
iceberg” when it comes to 
estimating how many people 
are dealing with the flu each 
year, because most residents 
can stay home to take care of 
themselves. 

“It is a good indicator of 
where we’re at in the flu sea¬ 
son,” Strang said. “But for the 
vast majority of people, the 
treatment of influenza is rest 
(and) fluids.” 


While the numbers of how 
many Nova Scotians received a 
flu vaccine this year should be 
available in April, Strang said 
last year showed just under 
50 per cent of the population, 
and they would “certainly like 
to see more” in 2015. 

However, Strang said Nova 
Scotia has a higher immuniza¬ 
tion rate than any other prov¬ 
ince. 

“We’re kind of at the top 
of the pack,” Strang said. “But 
... our goal is to eveiy year im¬ 
munize a greater percentage 
of the population.” 

There should be “signifi¬ 
cant” flu activity over the next 
few weeks as winter wears on, 
Strang said, but there is still 
time to get the benefits of a flu 
shot if you get yours within 
the next week. 

Strang said it’s important 
to be consistent about wash¬ 
ing your hands during the 
winter, and if you feel symp¬ 
toms, stay home. 

“You’re not out there 
spreading it around to co¬ 
workers and other people in 
the community,” he said.

Reports of the offensive 
posts and the university’s 
initial response prompted 
rallies and calls for the ex¬ 
pulsion of the 13 students. 

The Facebook page at the 
centre of the controversy 
has been taken down. 

But according to the 
CBC, members of the Class 
of DDS Gentlemen page on 
Facebook voted on which 
woman they’d like to have 
“hate” sex with and joked 
about using chloroform on 
women. 

The CBC said that, in 
another post, a woman is 
shown in a bikini with a 
caption that says, “Bang 
until stress is relieved or 
unconscious (girl).” 

The students who were 
part of the Facebook group 
have been ordered to at¬ 
tend classes remotely and 
are suspended from clinical

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Cairo. Baird’s visit may

The fate of imprisoned Egyp- 
tian-Canadian journalist 
Mohamed Fahmy could be de¬ 
cided on Thursday when For¬ 
eign Affairs Minister John Baird 
arrives in Cairo.

Iraq mission. CF-I8s

The day

Parliament security plan to 
consider range of scenarios 


Safety. Co-chairman of 
security advisory group 
says plan may involve 
restricting number 
of entrances and 
conducting searches 


A co-chairman of the advisory 
group looking at security in 
the wake of the Oct. 22 shoot¬ 
ings says last week’s attack in 
Paris won’t change the plans 
for Parliament Hill. 

Conservative Sen. Vern 
White, a former police chief, 
says the new security plan will 
consider a range of scenarios 
— from a “lone wolf” inci¬ 
dent to a co-ordinated, well- 
planned assault like the one 
on Charlie Hebdo last week. 

“We are reacting and con¬ 


sidering all possibilities,” 
White said Tuesday during a 
lunch-hour panel program on 
Ottawa radio station CFRA. 

Michael Zehaf Bibeau’s 
bloody rampage in Ottawa 
could have been much worse, 
and security planners rec¬ 
ognize the need to protect 
against better-armed, more 
co-ordinated attackers, he 
added. 

White said that ought to in¬ 
clude reinforcing Parliament 
Hill’s outer perimeter, which 
extends at least the length of 
a full city block away from 
the front doors of the Centre 
Block, the iconic building that 
includes the Peace Tower. 

“To be blunt, you need to 
kill them at the gates, you 
need to kill them on the lawn, 
you need to kill them outside 
the building,” he said. 

“You can’t afford to let 


them get inside the building. 
So, whatever the plan looks 
like to make that reality is 
what you have to work to¬ 
wards.” 

Improved security at the 
edge of the property could 
involve RCMP officers re¬ 
stricting the number of access 
points to three from five and 
conducting searches at those 
entrances, White suggested. 

He said he’s proud of the 
fact Parliament Hill is so pub¬ 
licly accessible, but noted 
there are lots of opportunities 
to improve security without 
disrupting the public’s access 
to the countiy’s seat of dem¬ 
ocracy. 

Last November it was an¬ 
nounced that the House of 
Commons and Senate security 
officers would patrol the par- 
liamentaiy precinct under a 
single command.

Arrested terror suspects were on police watch list 


The three suspects arrested in a 
five-day terrorism sweep were 
among the roughly 90 names 
on the RCMP’s national security 
watch list, Torstar News Service 
has confirmed. 

Law enforcement sources 
expect more terrorism-related 
arrests in the coming weeks, as 
the world’s attention remains 
focused on last week’s attacks 
in Paris. 

Twin brothers Carlos and 
Ashton Larmond, 24, and Su- 
liman Mohamed, 21, were 


among the 90 individuals con¬ 
nected to around 63 active ter¬ 
rorism probes by domestic se¬ 
curity agencies. The three men 
were arrested and charged with 
a number of terrorism related 
offences, including participat¬ 
ing in the activities of a terror 
group. 

One of the brothers, Carlos, 
was arrested at Pierre Elliot Tru¬ 
deau airport in Montreal on Fri¬ 
day. Police expect evidence to 
show he held an airline ticket 
to Delhi, India via Frankfurt, 


Germany, and was intending to 
travel to Syria to fight for a ter¬ 
rorist cause. His brother Ashton 
was arrested the same day at a 
ski hill northeast of Gatineau, 
Que. 

A law enforcement source, 
speaking on the condition of 
anonymity, said police believe 
all three men would have liked 
to have travelled abroad had 
they been able to. 

Little is known about the 
case against the three men, 
and the charges have yet to be 


tested in court. What is known 
is that police believe Mohamed 
conspired with the two broth¬ 
ers to commit terrorist acts. 

Police do not believe the 
three were radicalized in local 
mosques, and did not consider 
them to be immediate threats 
in the Ottawa area. 

However CSIS and the 
RCMP have said suspects 
sometimes become greater 
threats at home after their 
plans to travel abroad are

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Muhammad weeps on 
Charlie Hebdo’s cover

Charlie Hebdo released a new 
version of its irreverent and 
often offensive newspaper 
Tuesday, defiantly putting 
a caricature of the Prophet 
Muhammad on the cover that 
drew immediate criticism and 
threats of more violence. 

The newspaper also skew¬ 
ered other religions, and ran 
a double-page spread illustrat¬ 
ing Sunday’s march in Paris 
that drew more than a million 
people to condemn terrorism, 
claiming that the turnout was 
larger “than for Mass.” 

“For the past week, Char¬ 
lie, an atheist newspaper, has 
achieved more miracles than 


all the saints and prophets 
combined,” it said in the lead 
editorial. “The one we are most 
proud of is that you have in 
your hands the newspaper that 
we always made.” 

Charlie Hebdo planned an 


unprecedented print run of 
three million copies Wednes¬ 
day — one week to the day 
after the assault by two masked 
gunmen that killed 12 people, 
including much of its editorial 
staff and two police officers. 


It was the beginning of three 
days of terror that saw 17 
people killed before the three 
Islamic extremist attackers 
were gunned down by security 
forces. 

Surviving staff members are 
now using the offices of the Lib¬ 
eration newspaper, which has 
lent out space. 

The latest cover shows a 
weeping Muhammad, holding 
a sign reading “I am Charlie” 
with the words “All is forgiven” 
above him. Renald Luzier, the 
cartoonist who drew the cover 
image under the pen name 
“Luz” said it represents “just a 
little guy who’s ciying.” 

Then he added, unapologet- 
ically: “Yes, it is Muhammad.” 

Speaking at a news confer¬ 
ence in Paris on Tuesday at 
which he repeatedly broke 
down ciying, Luzier described 
weeping after he drew the pic¬ 
ture.

PM asks for 

tougher 

measures 

France’s prime minister de¬ 
manded tougher anti-ter¬ 
rorism measures Tuesday 
after deadly attacks that 
some call the French Sept. 
11 — and that may already 
be leading to a crackdown 
on liberties in exchange for 
greater security. Police told 
The Associated Press that 
the weapons used came 
from abroad, as author¬ 
ities in several countries 
searched for possible ac¬ 
complices and the sources 
of financing for last week’s 
attacks. 
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Baga, Nigeria Conflict with 
Islamic militants grinds on 


Nigeria’s president was among 
leaders who condemned last 
week’s attack by Islamic ex¬ 
tremists on the French satirical 
weekly Charlie Hebdo, yet his 
response to the slaughter of 
civilians by militants in his own 
country has been muted. 

Some commentators criti¬ 
cized President Goodluclc Jona¬ 
than’s reticence about the vio¬ 
lence in Nigeria’s Baga town, 
and the lack of a broader inter¬ 
national outciy on par with 
the reaction to the attacks in 
France. The slogan “I am Baga” 

— a play on “I am Charlie,” the 
expression of solidarity with 
the targeted French weekly 

— is now circulating on social 
media. 

The global sympathy and 


the defiant rally in Paris that 
drew foreign leaders after the 
assaults that killed 17 people 
overshadowed the killing 
of hundreds and perhaps as 
many as 2,000 people in Baga, 
a northeastern town near Chad. 

Jonathan, who has been 
touting his domestic record 
ahead of a re-election bid next 
month, was quick to express 
solidarity with France. 

It did not release a similarly 
forceful statement about Baga. 
The attack there started on 
Jan. 3 and was another bloody 
marker in a murky, grinding 
conflict in which information 
is often scarce, the insurgency 
is seen by many as a local prob¬ 
lem and violence is routine.

Its latest protest 
Monday drew a record 25,000 
supporters, with speakers cit¬ 
ing the Paris attacks as proof 
of the danger posed by Islam.

Two climbers are almost to 
the top, in their bid to become 
the first in the world to use 
only their hands and feet to 
scale a sheer granite face in 
California’s Yosemite National

A spokeswoman said Tues¬ 
day that 30-year-old Kevin Jor¬ 
geson and 36-year-old Tommy 
Caldwell will likely finish the 
climb up El Capitan’s Dawn 
Wall on Wednesday evening. 

For 17 days, the two have 
been attempting what many 
thought impossible. The 
men are “free-climbing” to 
the 914-metre summit. This 
means they don’t use climb¬ 
ing aids, other than ropes to 


prevent deadly falls. 

Each trained for more 
than five years, and they have 
battled bloodied fingers and 
unseasonably warm weather. 

Jorgeson fell 11 times over 
seven days trying to get past 
one tough section. He took to 
Faceboolc on Sunday to pub¬ 
licly celebrate his victoiy. 

“It took everything in my 


power to stay positive and re¬ 
solved that I would succeed,” 
he wrote of his continued at¬ 
tempts to get past the gruel¬ 
ling section. 

The climb began on Dec. 27 
and was expected to take two 
weeks. If the men finish Wed¬ 
nesday, they will have been on 
the wall closer to three weeks.

The mad scramble involved in 
putting down a deposit on a 
new home can be more than 
just a hassle — in some cases 
it can be a deal breaker. 

In an age where most pur¬ 
chases can be paid with a tap 
from a credit card or smart¬ 
phone, the process of paying a 
deposit to secure a real estate 
deal is still tied to old-fash¬ 
ioned paper — bank drafts and 
cheques — and tight deliveiy 
deadlines. 

But the process that often 
involves homeowners making 
multiple bank visits, skipping 
work and racing to the real¬ 
tor’s office before closing time 


could soon be entering a new 
era. Starting in Februaiy, Royal 
LePage Atlantic will be one of 
several Halifax-area broker¬ 
ages that will allow homebuy- 
ers to pay their deposits via 
mobile devices. 

Halifax-based realtor Chris 
Ryan co-founded ExactDeposit 
with his friend Kevin Kline, 
who has worked in technol¬ 
ogy and telecommunications 
for more than two decades. 
The pair enlisted the help of 
computer science PhD candi¬ 
dates at Dalhousie University 
to develop a secure and mo¬ 
bile-friendly website that al¬ 
lows homebuyers to pay their 
deposits — around $5,000 on 
average — using credit cards, 
a smartphone, tablet or com¬ 
puter. Realtors will pay less 
than $10 a month for unlimit¬ 
ed usage, while homebuyers 
will be charged 2.9 per cent 
of their transaction — a price 
that Kline admits may be too 
steep for some.

Jazz. Pilots’ union reach 
a tentative U-year deal 


Air Canada affiliate Jazz Avi¬ 
ation has reached a tentative, 
11-year labour agreement 
with its pilots union that will 
run until the end of 2025 if it 
is ratified. 

The proposed contract is 
a key element in a revised ar¬ 
rangement with Air Canada, 
which buys most of the cap¬ 
acity on Jazz planes to cariy 
passengers between the main 
hubs and other smaller cities. 

The agreement between 
the airlines changes how 
the fees charged by Jazz are 
calculated from a “cost plus” 
mark-up model to a fixed-fee 
compensation structure. 


The deal, which runs until 
the end of 2025, also gives 
Jazz pilots access to pilot va¬ 
cancies at Air Canada. 

Air Canada’s own pilots 
ratified a 10-year contract last 
October that will run until 
September 2024, about 15 
months before the Jazz agree¬ 
ment expires in December 
2025. 

Among other things, the 
Air Canada agreement with 
its pilots eases the way for 
the expansion of Air Canada 
Rouge — a lower-cost service 
targeted at the holiday travel 
market.

Suncor Energy is reducing 
its workforce by 1,000 and 
cutting $1 billion from its 
capital budget in response 
to falling crude oil prices.

AirTran Airways tops all U.S. 
airlines in the latest rankings 
for on-time arrivals, knocking 
off perennial winner Hawaiian 
Airlines. 

The bad news for passen¬ 
gers who love punctuality: You 
can’t fly on AirTran any more. 
The low-fare carrier flew its 
last flight on Dec. 28 and has 
been folded into Southwest 
Airlines, which bought Air¬ 
Tran in 2011. 

AirTran posted a 90.4 per 


cent rating, and Hawaiian was 
second at 89.4 per cent. 

Envoy Air finished last 
with an on-time rating of 
69.3 per cent. Envoy operates 
many American Eagle regional 
flights for American Airlines. 

The U.S. Department of 
Transportation said Tuesday 
that 80.6 per cent of domestic 
flights on the 14 biggest air¬ 
lines arrived within 14 min¬ 
utes of schedule in November.

I broke my back sledding a decade ago

I’ve watched the debate about whether cities 
should ban tobogganing with some interest. Sled¬ 
ding can be dangerous, and I think municipalities 
should have some control over where it happens. 
I should know. I broke my back a decade ago 
while sledding at Confederation Park in Calgaiy, 
and my life has been altered by that event. 

On Boxing Day of 2003, my brother and I de¬ 
cided to go sledding. I hadn’t been tobogganing 
in a decade and the weather was fantastic: Sunny, 
blue skies, mild temperature. Upon arriving at the 
hill, there were ominous signs that amused me at 
the time: a broken GT Snow Racer ski, pieces of 
shattered crazy carpets, lost gloves, helmets, etc. 
Years later and after the fact, I like to refer to the 
scene as a toboggan graveyard. 

My brother went down the hill first on a large 
plastic disk. The snow was compact, presumably 
from thrill-seekers leading up to that day, and be¬ 


cause the weather was quite warm, the snow had 
melted and refrozen a few times. As a result, he 
went like a bat out of hell as I watched anxiously. 

It was my turn. I didn’t even have a chance 
to put my legs back onto the toboggan before I 
was completely out of control. My journey down 
the hill seemed like minutes, and the whole time 
I was using my legs as brakes to try to slow my 
speed. And then, BAM! It was a feeling I have 
trouble describing. A feeling I cannot forget. My 
entire body felt like it was broken in half. All I 
felt was pain. It was fierce and relentless, and I’ve 
never felt anything like it since. 

When I arrived at the hospital, they tied me 
down to a table for two weeks, before placing 
me in a body cast for six months. I had suffered 
a burst-compression fracture of my LI vertebra. 
I was told that tobogganing accidents are incred¬ 
ibly common, and one of the reasons for this is 
that the human derriere isn’t built to absorb the 
extreme forces that come from tobogganing. 

Since the accident, I’ve suffered from chron¬ 
ic pain and an inability to sit down or sleep for 


any length of time. I can walk, but in a veiy lim¬ 
ited sense: typically no more than a few hundred 
metres before back pain gets too intense. When 
this happens, my legs also become weak. The 
medications to deal with this are brutal in that 
they make me incredibly tired and zombie-lilce. 
Since the break, I’ve been losing more and more 
feeling in my legs: About 40 per cent total loss 
right now. The reason for this is because over¬ 
compensation has led to increased degeneration 
of my spine directly above where I broke my back. 

Like eveiy sport or activity, tobogganing car¬ 
ries risks and dangers. Mine was a freak accident. 
I could have broken my neck on the boards play¬ 
ing hockey. I could have been hit in the head with 
a golf ball while on the back nine. 

I do not agree with an outright ban, and lim¬ 
iting times and conditions seems like ridiculous 
government overreach. However, designating 
safe places to toboggan seems like a prudent 
course of action. There are inherent risks in any 
activity, but we can try to minimize those risks.

It’s interesting that you can 
find so much sympathy for a 
character that up and decides 
to kill his best friend’s wife. 

That was a challenge, es¬ 
pecially now with the NFL 
and all this talk of domestic 
violence, it’s just the wrong 
time. But the great thing is 
we sort of reversed the roles. 
The domestic abuse is being 
perpetrated on the gentle¬ 
man this time instead of the 
woman in the relationship, 
and how his friends decide 
to take things into their own 
hands — whether it be acci¬ 
dental or on purpose — is a 
different story. But it was a 
hard balance between the 
gruesome and the heavy stuff 
and tiying to find moments 
of levity. 

And I’m assuming you 
picked up some interest¬ 


ing new skill sets while 
researching this script. 

I probably spent about two 
days on the Internet going 
to these deep, dark websites 
that maybe me and one other 
weird guy had ever gone to 
and learning all the ways to 
dismember a body, to decom¬ 
pose a body, to get rid of a 
body — how to do it so the 
dogs don’t smell the scent.

Beyond the beach. 

This little Dutch 
colony has incredible 
architecture, 
shipwrecks and diving

If you’re looking to sun¬ 
bathe all day long, the is¬ 
land of Curasao may not 
be your best choice. But if 
you’re a snorlceller, scuba 
diver, foodie, history junk¬ 
ie, golfer or culture vulture, 
this former Dutch colony 
— located approximately 60 
kilometres off the coast of 
Venezuela — is the perfect 
vacation destination. 

The unique capital 
of Willemstad is a bust¬ 
ling port city that earned 
UNESCO World Heritage 
status in 1997 due to its in¬ 
credible collection of Dutch 
colonial architecture. Pic¬ 
ture the unique gabled 
houses of Amsterdam paint¬ 
ed in vibrant pastels and 
peppered with palm trees. 

The vibe is strongly 
Dutch, but the influences of 
Spanish, English and the lo¬ 
cal Papiamento people are 
also evident in all aspects of 
life including the music and 
cuisine. 

The food at the Gou- 
verneur de Rouville reflects 
the cosmopolitan makeup 
of the island and the ser¬ 
vice, ambiance and views 
at this charming heritage 
building overlooking the 
harbour are outstanding. 

The island’s beaches, 
a mix of both public and 
private access, are small 
and tend to be crowded. 
However, for snorlcellers 
and divers, beaches such as 



Playa Kallci and Playa Lagun 
make great welcome mats 
to an entire ocean of coral 
and exotic fish. 

Devoid of permanent 
populations, the tiny 
neighbouring island of 
Klein-Cura^ao offers a long 
stretch of white sand beach 
as well as an abandoned 
lighthouse and two ship¬ 
wrecks to explore. 

It’s well worth the two- 
hour boat trip there and 
back, but be warned: The 
sometimes rocky voyage is 
not for people with sensi¬ 
tive stomachs. 

Although home to Amer¬ 
ican chain hotels such as 
Marriott and Hilton, the lo¬ 
cal Kura Hulanda properties 
make for a more interesting 
accommodation choice. The 
Village & Spa is a boutique 
hotel in downtown Willem¬ 
stad occupying 65 intricate¬ 


ly restored buildings, which 
showcase the city’s Dutch 
architectural history. On 
the west end of the island, 
the Kura Hulanda Lodge 
is a stunning resort, with 
a world-class reef just off 
shore. 

I travelled to Curasao 
as part of a large group, 
so we opted to rent a villa, 
which was not only more 
affordable than most of the 
hotels, but it gave us the 
chance to live like locals. 
We made several of our din¬ 
ners from bounty scored at 
the supermarket and the 
city’s floating market, and 
got to experience the Jan 
Sofat neighbourhood; going 
for walks and on the rec¬ 
ommendation of the villa’s 
owner Anne-Marie Tap, we 
joined 3,000 other people 
for the annual New Year’s 
Day swim.

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Explore the winding trails of Wales 



Hiking haven. This 
rugged country offers 
both epic journeys 
and leisurely walks 


Looking for a hiking vacation 
that’s off the beaten track but 
guaranteed to delight with an 
array of trails for all skill sets, 
amazing views, quaint accom¬ 
modations, a wealth of histoiy 
and top-notch cuisine? 

Consider Wales. 

The mountainous countiy, 
part of the United Kingdom, 
is bordered by England in the 
east, the Irish Sea to the north 
and west and the Bristol Chan¬ 
nel in the south. 

There are several world- 
class hiking regions, all distinct, 
all worth seeing, and situated 
close enough to one another 
that most of Wales can be ex¬ 
plored in as little as a week via 
rental car. 

There are no direct Can¬ 
adian flights to Wales, but fly 
into any of the major London 
airports and connect to either 
Cardiff, Swansea or Liverpool. 


From Liverpool, it’s a quick 
jaunt into the northern reaches 
of Wales, where you can start 
your hiking vacation in the 
Llandudno and Colwyn Bay 
area. 

The hiking highlight of the 
region is the Great Orme, a 
coastal landmark more than 
200 metres above sea level with 
Stone Age origins. 

There’s a circular walk 
around the headland that starts 
and finishes at the summit, 
providing spectacular views of 
Liverpool Bay and the Irish Sea, 
the Cameddau mountains, the 
island of Anglesey and the Me- 
nai Strait — a stretch of which 
is called the “swelhes” by locals 
due to its hazardous whirlpools 
and surges. 

Histoiy lovers shouldn’t 
miss Conwy Castle, built by Ed¬ 
ward I during his conquest of 
Wales between 1283 and 1289. 
It’s among the best-preserved 
medieval fortifications in Brit¬ 
ain, and visitors can wander its 
battlements at will. 

From Colwyn Bay, veer 
southwest into the grandeur of 
Snowdonia. 

The famously stunning re¬ 


gion is dotted with picturesque 
villages. Stop at Betws-y-coed 
on your drive in, an impossibly 
pretty riverside hamlet with a 
cosy pub located at the Ty Gwyn 
Hotel and featuring an excel¬ 
lent menu. The local steamed 
mussels and salt-marsh lamb 


shouldn’t be missed. 

To work off your lunch, 
there are trails for hikers of 
all capabilities. Expert climb¬ 
ers can take on the seven-hour 
hike up Mount Snowdon, the 
highest peak in south Britain, 
via the Crib’s Goch knife-edge 


ridge, but there are plenty of 
other shorter, less hair-raising 
hikes through the dramatic 
hills of the region. 

From Snowdonia, veer back 
northwest to Anglesey. The 
highlight of the island is the 
spectacular South Stack Light-

house, perched on another 
rugged, windswept isle joined 
to Anglesey by an aluminum 
bridge and open for explora¬ 
tion by tourists. There are 
plenty of hiking trails in the 
area, including an hour-long 
hike that starts in Breakwater 
Country Park in nearby Holy- 
head and leads to South Stack. 
The Anglesey Coastal Path also 
passes by South Stack. 

The only possible downside 
to a Welsh hiking vacation?

Is healthy eating one of your 
resolutions for 2015? A great 
way to achieve that is by pack¬ 
ing a lunch for school or work. 
It will save you a lot of money 
in the long run, too. Here’s how 
to get started. 

Plan ahead 

Plot out four weeks’ worth of 


meal ideas in a calendar or 
schedule. Choose options you 
enjoy, that you can make in ad¬ 
vance and that are easy to trans¬ 
port. Repeat your plan eveiy 
month, and mix it up when 
you get tired of certain meals, 
or to reflect what you have in 
your kitchen. 

Sketching out your meals 
for the month will take away 
the stress of trying to come up 
with new ideas all the time. It 
will also mean you know exact¬ 
ly what you need to buy each 
week to prepare your lunches, 
saving you time in the grocery 
store, if you’re trying to save 
money or prefer to eat locally, 
adjust your meal plan season¬ 
ally, and check what’s on sale at 
the start of each month to stock 
up on non-perishables, then in¬ 
corporate those into your meal 


plan for the next four weeks. 

Prepare meals in batches 

You can save time by preparing 
multiple meals at once, because 
it cuts down on the overall time 
you have to spend washing, 
chopping, cooking, portioning 
and cleaning up. Block off a 
couple of hours each week to 
prepare your lunches for the 
next five days (Sundays are 
great if your schedule allows). 

If you don’t already have 
one, invest in a Tupperware 
set that includes different 
sizes for your main meal, 
snacks, sauces and accom¬ 
paniments. 

Having four to six good- 
sized containers will mean 
you can pre-portion several 
meals at once. Opt for glass 
containers or BPA-free plastic. 


Strive for balance 

Although you should stick to 
meals that don’t take long 
to prepare, you don’t want 
to sacrifice nutrition. Ideally, 
your lunch should be propor¬ 
tioned as follows: half your 
plate should be vegetables and/ 
or fruit, a quarter should be 
protein and the other quarter 
should be grains. Keeping this 
in mind means you can toss 
together a balanced meal to 
keep you satisfied until dinner, 
as long as you choose healthy 
options. Use what you have 
on hand; tiy beans, legumes, 
nuts, seeds and lean meats for 
your protein, whole grains 
like brown rice, quinoa, and 
whole wheat noodles for your 
grains and a variety of fresh 
produce for the fruit/vege¬ 
table portion of your meal.

Midsize sedans are an import¬ 
ant segment, and if you’re 
going to make it here, you’ve 
got to bring ammunition. 

This has usually been a 
weak point for Chiysler, but 
it’s finally in the game with 
the 200 sedan, which has 
been completely redesigned 
for 2015. It still has some 
flaws, but it’s finally strong 


enough to tackle the com¬ 
petitors. 

The base engine is a 
2.4-litre four-cylinder mak¬ 
ing 184 horsepower, which 
is available in all four trim 
levels (LX, Limited, 200S, 
and 200C). My tester was 
optioned with the 3.6-litre 
V6 that can be added to the 
S and C trims. Mine also had 
all-wheel drive, which can be 
ordered only with the V6. 

Both engines use a nine- 
speed automatic transmis¬ 
sion. The ninth gear is a bit 
of overkill, as I was only 
ever able to get into it on 
a flat stretch of highway. 
Even then, I had to use the 
steering-wheel paddle shifter 
to manually engage it, and 
on the slightest incline, the 
transmission slipped back 


into eighth gear. 

The engine is smooth, but 
its published fuel consump¬ 
tion is higher than many of 
its V6-powered rivals, and in 
combined driving, I averaged 
10.4 L/100 1cm. 


The redesigned interior 
is lovely, with soft-touch ma¬ 
terials, excellent fit and fin¬ 
ish, and comfortable seats 
that are clad in soft leather 
on the top-line 200C. 

A heated steering wheel 


is standard on that trim, 
but there’s some form over 
function, here. The wheel is 
enhanced with a handsome 
chrome ring, which stays 
ice cold on winter mornings 
while the rest of the wheel 
heats up — defeating the en¬ 
tire purpose. 

Small-item storage looks 
limited at first, but you find 
a ton of space once you start 
looking. In addition to a con¬ 
sole box and an open bin 
under the shifter, the en¬ 
tire top of the console slides 
back, revealing a huge hid¬ 
den cubby.

Toyota’s fuel-cell model could match Prius as a game-changer 

Just as Toyota’s Prius gasoline-electric hybrid changed the auto industry, so will its 
recently unveiled 2016 Mirai hydrogen fuel-cell sedan, the company suggests. Bob 
Carter, the company’s head of auto operations, says the Mirai could equal the impact 
the Prius had on the industiy. But it won’t happen overnight, he adds, because fuel¬ 
cell cars currently lack a nationwide fuelling infrastructure. Even in California where 
the Mirai will be initially sold, only a handful of fuelling stations exist. However, 
Carter tells Automotive News that Toyota is expecting 23 new fuelling stations will 
be built in the Los Angeles and San Francisco areas by the time the Mirai launches 
there later this year, all stories and photos from wheelbasemedia.com 


Ghosn thinks electrics are the answer 

With global sales of the all-electric Nissan Leaf up by 20 
per cent this year, making it the top-selling electric 
vehicle worldwide, Renault-Nissan CEO Carlos Ghosn 
sees almost unlimited opportunity for future plug-in 
electrics. He says the 200,000 EVs sold globally by 
Renault-Nissan represents a savings of nearly 200 
million litres of petroleum, “fuel that was not 
extracted, shipped or burned into the atmosphere.” In 
addition to reducing petroleum dependence, EVs 
increase consumer choice, creating “an important 
shift” in the marketplace, he says. “As the internal 
engine monopoly crumbles, consumers will enjoy even 
more mainstream EV options and range.” Their biggest 
advantage, Ghosn said, is that EVs can tap into existing 
infrastructure, unlike hydrogen fuel-cell vehicles that 
require all-new infrastructure.

Several environment-friendly models 
have been discontinued for 2015 

Car models come and car models go. But among those 
notably not returning for 2015 are ones considered more 
environmentally friendly than the norm. Discontinued 
models include Chevrolet’s Malibu Eco and Impala Eco, 
mild hybrids that neither sold well nor were very well 
promoted; Honda’s Fit EV, which was widely seen as a 
compliance car designed simply to boost CAFE (corpor¬ 
ate average fleet economy) numbers; and Toyota’s RAV4 
EV, as the company turns its focus to hybrids and fuel 
cells. BMW’s 1 Series is also discontinued, but has really 
just been rebranded as the 2 Series. A new 1 Series is 
likely to follow one day. 


BMW continues 
to upits plug-in 
hybrid game 

BMW has announced a 
spate of new plug-in 
hybrid vehicles, 
building on its list of 
plug-ins that will soon 
include a newX5 tall 
wagon. The automaker 
recently launched a 
long-wheelbase 5 Series 
sedan for China with a 
plug-in hybrid 
powertrain, showed a 
prototype 3 Series plug¬ 
in hybrid sport sedan 
and announced a new 
Power eDrive system 
that makes 670 
horsepower. Versions of 
the newX5’s powertrain 
will spread to other 
BMW models. The 
company is thinking 
beyond its current 
hybrid system to future 
generations of plug-in 
hybrids, suggests Green 
Car Reports, by using 
components from its 
groundbreaking i3 and 
i8 electric cars to boost 
their performance. 


Tesla nearly doubles Roadster range 

Tesla has found a way to give its out-of-production, all-electric Roadster model a range 
of 640 kilometres on a single charge. In unveiling the Roadster 3.0 update, Tesla said it 
would have a 40- to 50-per-cent greater range than the original model, resulting from a 
new, more powerful battery pack, a new aerodynamic body kit that cuts the air 15 per 
cent more cleanly, new tires with 20 per cent less rolling resistance, improved wheel 
bearings and less residual brake drag. Tesla will prove its range claims early this year 
with a non-stop demonstration drive to Los Angeles from San Francisco — a distance of 
about 560 kilometres. There are no details yet on how much the upgrade will cost or 
when it will be available to Roadster owners. The roadster was sold from 2008 to 2012 at 
a starting price of $109,000 US ($128,000 Cdn).

Pickup trucks were front and 
centre at this year’s auto show 
in Detroit, proudly showing 
off their trademark attributes, 
such as powerful engines, 
impressive workload and off¬ 
road capabilities, and in-your- 
face attitudes. There was also 
one odd-looking pickup that 
wants nothing to do with 
working for living, racing in 
the Mexican desert, or scaring 
young children with aggres¬ 
sive styling. But before I get 
too deep into Hyundai’s Santa 
Cruz concept, let’s run down 
three traditional pickups that 
made news in Detroit, to bet¬ 
ter appreciate the dichotomy 
between them and the Cruz. 

2016 Ford Raptor: This ul¬ 
timate off-road version of the 
new-generation Ford F-150 
gets its own frame, a wider 
body and a new turbo V6 pur¬ 
ported to be more powerful 
that the 411-hp V8 that pro¬ 
pelled the previous Raptor. 

2016 Nissan Titan: An all-new 
Titan, with a stouter frame, a 
new Cummins V8 diesel en¬ 
gine good for 310 hp and 550 
lb.-ft. of torque, and a massive 
front grille worthy of a Mack 
18-wheeler. 

2016 Toyota Tacoma: The first 
really big update on Tacoma 
in a decade. I asked Kevin 
Hunter, head of the Toyota’s 
California design studio, 
about the desert-racer theme 
and the veiy blunt front end. 
“We like it,” he told me. “We 
just think it’s a fist hitting 
something; that’s the way 
we look at it. Robust. Strong. 
Powerful. Looks like if you hit 
something, you wouldn’t get 
any damage on your truck.” 


All of which couldn’t be more 
different than Hyundai’s 
Santa Cruz concept, which 
is being promoted as a new 
truck for a different genera¬ 
tion of buyers. 

According to Hyundai, 
those buyers are younger, 
more female, more urban, 
and would dearly love a 
vehicle that is as inexpensive 
and manoeuvrable around 
town as a small crossover, but 
with one major difference: the 
ability to separate their dirty, 
wet or smelly cargo from the 
passenger compartment — 
cargo such as mountain bikes, 
camping equipment, fire¬ 
wood, hockey equipment, etc. 

Hyundai calls these people 
urban adventurers. They are 
committed to their city life¬ 
style, but also like to get out 
on the weekend and do stuff 
outdoors. 

Both lifestyles would bene¬ 
fit from a pickup, but they 
don’t want to drive a big, ex¬ 
pensive pickup around town 
the rest of the time. 

“We’re not tiying to attract 
truck buyers, so max towing, 
ground-clearance and max 
payload is not the point at 
all,” said Mark Diplco, head of 
product planning at Hyundai 
America. 

“Research tells us that not 
everyone that needs an open 
bed wants that capability or 
the trade-offs that come with 
a traditional pickup.” 

Hyundai says the Santa 
Cruz is its most-researched 
concept ever, and the auto¬ 
maker is convinced it would 
be a hit with its intended audi¬ 
ence. 

Some cool features on the 
concept include a 2.0-litre tur¬ 
bo diesel engine, a tailgate ex¬ 
tension that makes the bed as 
long as a midsize pickup bed, 
mini doors for the rear-seat 
passengers, and a lockable 
and rigid tonneau cover.

City car. GM’s new Bolt concept could challenge 
Tesla as the first affordable, long-range electric car 




Ford's new GT will use a twin-turbo V 6 engine to pump out 600 hp. afp 


Snpercar. Ford unveils 
its 600 -hp next-gen GT 


With the introduction of an 
affordable electric car that can 
go 320 kilometres on a single 
charge, General Motors sets 
up a showdown with Tesla to 
sell an electric vehicle to the 
masses. It may also upstage a 
car of its own. 

On Monday, GM unveiled 
the Chevrolet Bolt, a $30,000 
concept car that will probably 
go on sale in about two years. 

The range will make it at¬ 
tractive to many buyers who 
would not consider a fully 
electric car for fear of running 
out of juice. The rollout of the 
orange compact hatchback 
eclipsed GM’s unveiling of a 
revamped Chevy Volt at the 
Detroit auto show 

When the Volt, a plug-in 
gas-electric hybrid, was intro¬ 
duced in 2007, it was touted 
as an electric vehicle for 
everyone. It could go 60 km 
on battery power, with a gas 


generator taking over to end 
worries of being stranded. 
But its $38,000 price tag ham¬ 
strung sales, even with provin¬ 
cial tax credits. 

Enter the Bolt, a hatchback 
with a hefty range and SUV- 
like cargo area and a price 
that’s about the same as the 


average in Canada. 

That offers a challenge to 
Tesla, which plans to deliver a 
mass-market, 300-km electric 
car for about $35,000. 

Stuart Norris, director of 
advanced design for GM in 
Korea, where much of the car 
was designed, said some of the 


car’s parts are aluminum, and 
the seats are thin, all to keep 
weight down and boost range 
and performance. 

In addition, the low batteiy 
pack gives the car a flat floor, 
making more space for up to 
four passengers, plus a big rear 
cargo area, the associated press 


Ford tried to land a knock-out 
blow at the Detroit auto show 
in revealing a dazzling new GT 
supercar. The glitzy presenta¬ 
tion at an arena named after 
boxer Joe Louis was an attempt 
to grab the headlines at the 
show, where power and luxuiy 
roared back to the fore. 

Speculation had been rife 
that Ford had something spe¬ 
cial in mind. And it did not 
disappoint, unveiling a GT for 
next year that immediately 


won glowing approval from car 
enthusiasts who flooded social 
media to proclaim what one 
called on Twitter “delicious.” 

The new GT, an update to 
the legendaiy sports car, boasts 
600 hp and a twin-turbocharged 
V6 eco-boost engine. 

Ford had already been in the 
spotlight in Detroit, snapping 
up the award for best truck 
with the new F-150, while the 
Volkswagen Golf was named 
car of the year, afp 
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realstar
